London, March 8.—The queen's ar- 


rival in London and the commence- 
ment of her visit to the metropolis 
were marked by scenes of enthusiasm 
unparalleled since the jubilee cele- 
bration. Throughout the demonstra- 
tions there predominated a note of 
triumph and the cheers that made 
the murky streets ring were almost 
us much in honor of the British vic- 
tories in South Africa as they were 
vociferous tributes of a loyal people 
to a monarch whose womanly sympa- 
thy has bsen so strikingly shown 
since thc war began. 


Tlie royal party's departure from 


Windsor was marked by more than 
usual interest. For hours before the

addressee nnd his postoffice address 
and have tho postage and registry fee 
prepaid, either: with stamps attached 
or in money, tho.eact amount to bt 
paid to the, carrier.. The writing on 
the envelope must

and 


legible. 


"If you have failed to comply with 


any of these requirements, the car- 
rier is obliged to refuse your lettei 
and hand you this card. If it 
be, 


properly prepared, lie will regisrei 
the letter on his next trip. 


"Your receipt will be written by 


him and shov the amount of money 
paid him for postage nnd fee, when 
stamps are not attached to your let- 
ter. If there be a surplus it will be 
returned from the postoffice.
